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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains tine following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCI Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-21 , 23, and 25, drawn to a method for scanning a bag, classified in 
class 378, subclass 57. 

Group II, claim(s) 22, drawn to a system for detecting a barrel of a weapon in a 
container, classified in class 378, subclass 57. 

Group III, claim(s) 24, drawn to a system for scanning a bag, including a visible light 
camera, classified in class 378, subclass 63. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: Group II requires 
analyzing slice date to determine if at least one of a hollow circular shape and an oval 
shape of a known diameter exists, the shape being surrounded by metal or dense 
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plastic. This is not required in Groups I and III, nor is it an obvious variant because 
explosives do not have known diameters. Groups I and II do not require a visible light 
camera such as is required in Group III in order to associate image data of a passenger 
bag with scan data of the passenger bag. Also, generating image data of the 
passenger bag is not an obvious variant of Groups I and II. Without associated image 
data of the passenger bag, it is still possible to analyze if the bag poses a threat, that is, 
whether an explosive device or a gun exists in the bag. Group II is not able to detect 
explosives, nor is it an obvious variant because the method for detecting explosives and 
the method for detecting guns is different. 

3. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.
